PARIS, Nov, 22—(INS)—Reconstitution of the Comintern has 
now resulted in the co-ordination of the ‘cold war” in France—a 
war openly declared by the Communist Party against the French 
Government and against the great American Democracy. 

For most of our French Stalinists it is the signal for civil war, 
one that failed in 1944 when Charles de. Gaulle succeeded in re- 
establishing the central authority by dissolving the patriotic mili- 
tas and the liberation committees—the organs of insurrection 
which had supplanted legal rule. 

The Number One objective of the “Communist Information Bu- 
reau’ is to paralyze the Marshall-aid Plan in Western Europe. 


The Plan is called “preparation” in France. It Was consisted 
of these partial maneuvers, bearing mainly on sabotage: 

Setting fires to ships in Atlantic ports and apparently putting the 
final touches on the development of “networks of sabotage” in 
American ports. 

Setting fires to forests of the lands, where the Army's “Terri- 
terial Security Defense” branch officially discovered criminal origin 
of the fires. 


Half-Burned Desert 


The pine forest from Bordeaux to Dax and at Mont-de-Marsan 
is now a half-burned desert and the fire, spreading with terrific 
speed, has often exploded munitions dumps and destroyed ware- 
houses of plastic materials.

Teachers’ ranks. The Paris primary school strike of teacher« 
began in the Seine Department where the Communists are the 
strongest.

Finally, there is the heavily crippling strike at Marseille. where 
the Communists received the order to start a “show of strength,” 
resulting in several days of rioting. 

The Marseille episode included the experiment for the “block- 
ading” of the second largest city of France. The Communist Party 

{ Francois Billoux and Jean Cristofol in that city thought itself 
nt I] very strong despite the electoral victory of the French Rally 
movement. 

These “experiments,” however, are only the apparent manifesta- 
tions of a much more serious clandestine activity. 

So far this clandestine activity is not well-known. and the infor- 
mation given is obtained at the very sources of the French arm of 
the Comintern.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 — (A) 
That old question of how to keep 
‘em down on the farm still hasn't 
been solved. In fact it’s getting 
tougher all the time. 

A study of the growth of metro- 
politan districts has just been com- 
pleted by the Census Bureau and 
the Cripps Foundation for Re- 
search in population. It shows the 
lure of the big city has attracted 
the farm boy and girl all through 
the years. 

Lean depression years dimmed 
but didn’t extinguish it. The war 
spurred it on, and now the census 
experts say the signs indicate the 
trend will continue at least into 
the next decade. 

But the cities of the South and 
West are challenging the older in- 
dustrial areas of the Northwestern 
and the North Central States. This 
has been going on for 20 years. 
‘Discussing its study of this region- 
tion, the report says: 

“The general conclusion justi- 
fied by such a study is that 
the relatively rapid and steady 
regional increases in metropoli- 
tan population in the West and 
South will continue and that 
these regions will absorb metro- 
politan population at the ex- 
pense of the Northeastern and 
North Central States.” 

In discussing farm-city popula 
tion, the report says: 

“The non-metropolitan rural 
population will, of course, re- 
main about stationary or will 
decline, depending on the mag- 
nitude of the movement to met- 
ropolitan districts.” 

That is, few people are expect 
ed to move from the city, to the 
country.

In 1900 there were 44 metropolli- 
tan areas in the United States with 
a “central city” containing 100,- 
000 or more population, These 
contained 25.5 percent of the 
United States’ population. 

By 1940 there were 140 metro- 
politan areas, and they contained 
40 percent of the population. 

These two figures aren't exact 
ly comparable because the Census 
Bureau has made changes in de- 
fining metropolitan population. 

Nevertheless the growth of 
huge metropolitan areas has 

been steady and strong and the 
trend is continuing. A study of 
34 metropolitan areas by the 
Census Bureau last April indi. 
cated they contain one-third of 
the Nation's population. 

Yet these 34 areas don’t 
clude all of the 34 largest. 

The Census _ Bureau-Scripps 

Foundation report discusses these 
trends toward an increase in in- 
dustrialization in 
West: 

Only a very few metropolitan 
areas had a birth rate high enough 
in 1940 to maintain their popula 
lion level, Therefore they had to 
draw workers from the rural! 
areas. The South has the largest 
natural increase of any part of 
the country, 

The South has had a steady 
increase in its proportion of 
manufacturing wage earners 

from 15.7 percent in 1917 te 
20.4 percent in 1940. 
Then during the war, 
July, 1940, to May, 1944, the 
South received 24.4 percent of 
the $14,000,000,000 the War Pro- 
duction Board authorized for man 
ufacturing plants and equipment.

tremely doubtful” is excluded. 
The West received 12.8 percent 
of these expenditures. 
These percentages are a 
stantial increase compared 
prewar years. 
The report says this expan- 
sion of wartime industry in the 
South and West isn't proof that 
the growth of peacetime indus- 
try will continue. But it adds 
that the conclusion “seems fully 
justified” that there now are 
larger manufacturing facilities 
in these regions in proportion to 
those in the Northeast and 
North Central States.” 
And the most startling fact in 
wartime population studies has 
been the huge iracrease in Western 
population The three Pacific 
Coast States vained 3,281,000 peo- 
ple, an increase of one-third 
All the other 45 states increased 
only 3,712,000 or three percent, 
The report says: 
“By way of general forecast of 
the trend of metropolitan growth 
for the next few vears the follow- 
ing statements seem to be justi- 
sied:

VET PROJECT PLANNED 


- Old Fort Is ‘Dead, 
~ But May Live Again 


Old Fort Oglethorpe is dead, but according to a 
by a group of veterans it will get a face-lifting 


One of the most ambitious vet- 
erans housing community projects 
‘ever undertaken is being consid- 
‘ered by a newly incorporated vet 
erans group, The Fort Oglethorpe 
‘Veterans’ Housing Corporation, 
President A. S. Barger revealed 
Saturday. 


Barger said his organization has 
sent to the War Assets Adminis- 
tration in Atlanta a bid of $464, 
985 for the 8106 acres and build 
ings at Fort Oglethorpe, former 
Army installation on the Georgia. 
Tenessee border, 


The corporation’s proposal not 
only calls for low-cost homes for 
more than 800 veterans. but also 
will include community buildings 
of all sorts for veterans interested 
in going into business, Barger 
said. 

This area, he explained, is pur- 
ported to be within the top 15 
areas in the United States in 
which the housing shortage is 
most critical. 

He said several industries and 
institutions have made overtures 
on various properties at the proj- 
ect for their own use and to fos 
ter the model comunity. These will 
be considered on an _ individual 
basis pending investigation and 
the outcome of the bid offered 
the WAA,’Barger said. 

Barger said as far as he knew 
this was the only such ‘project in 
the Southeast, with the exception 
of Camp Croft, S. C.. where a sim 
ilar program has been put into 
effect. 

The corporation listed three ob 
jectives in the proposed project 
These were given as (1) Housing, 
(2) Oportunities for Veterans and. 
(3) Incentive to Small Businesses 
Through these objectives. the 
group hopes to assist veterans in 
becoming self-sustaining. 

T. J. Huey, Secretary of FOVHC. 
said that “‘these properties at Fort 
Oglethorpe are -ideally situated 
for residential development to pro- 
mote both health and happiness.” 
Stressing other good points about 
the location, he added. that Fort 
Oglethorpe is located on a four. 
lane highway, and served by two 
city buslines. 

The corporation reveled that 
several building contractors calcu- 
lated that $1,000 to $1,500 could 
be saved on the construction of 
homes provided: (1) Army bar- 
racks and other temporary struc- 
tures and materials are salvaged: 
(2) land costs are equitably alo- 
cated; (3) existing utility facili- 
ties utilied to the fullest extent: 
(4) construction accomplished in 
large quantities and after ade. 
quate detail planning: and (5) 
fees and service charges be held 
to a minimum. 

The contractors estimated that 
material for approximately 150 
housing units is thus _ initially 
available.

ish and replace 6,000 substandard 


welling and to make major re- 


pairs to 34,000 others over a five. 
year period. 

For financing, the City passed a 
resolution asking that companies 
and individuals submit plans for 
replacing those 6,000 units by 
March 15, 1948. It is estimated the 
project will cost $50,000,000. 

In addition, the Council passed 
an ordinance requiring owners to 
correct defects in buildings which 
Piolate building and health codes 
and put teeth in it by providing 
for $500 fines and six months in 
jail, or both, for non-compliance 

Just what the City plans to do 
in event the owners are unable 
to carry out the slum-clearance 
program hasn’t been made public. 
but the hint has been dropped that

Almost before Riley had a 
chance t- catch his breath, nearly 
every large civic organization, 42 
in all, had joined in the campaign 
to rid this Southern rail-center of 
its slums.

a long-time foe of slums, saw the

year slum-clearance, plan in Coun- 
cil. 

Pressure began to mount on the 
Council for action. Under White's 
guidance, the City Fathers began 
looking around to see what could 
be done. They discovered that al 
ready on the City’s books were 
laws.which could force landlords 
to meet health and building-code 
requirements. 

The Council decided all it need- 
ed to d> was set up a supervisory 
body, and put a few teeth in the 
laws. 

There was opposition, of course. 
The Council went ahead with 
White’s plans anyhow. 

The Bank of Georgia set aside 
$1,000,000 as a loan fund for use 
in slum clearance. The Chamber 
of Commerce gave its indorsement 
and the Home Builders’ Associa- 
tion of Atlanta pledged it would 
construct enough homes to house 
those persons displaced by the 
demolition of their present quar- 
ters, 

White, named to head the Slum 
Clearance Committee, asked the 
City for-extra funds to enforce 
the program, beginning on a large 
scale Jan. 1, 1948. 

With five new Building Inspec- 


jtors and five new Health Inspec- 
eo added to his staff, White has 
begun touring the City with a fine 
tooth comb. He hopes that when 
he finishes five years hence At 
lanta will be the cleanest, finest 
city in the Nation.

Davis, Director General of the 
Loyal Order of the Moose for the, 
past 40 years, died at the age of | 
74 from a kidney ailment. He had_ 
been a patient in Tacoma Park 
Hospita! since Septerber. 

A native of Tredegar, Wales, | 
Davis came to this country with | 
his parents when he was seven 
years old. While still a boy, he en- 
tered the siee! mills and by the 
time he was 16 had become a qual- 
ified steel puddler, proud of his 
nickname, “Puddler Jim.” 

Davis moved to Elwood, Ind., 
where he first entered politics and 
joined th: Loyal Order of the 
Moose. He became Director Gen- 
era] of that organization in 1906, 
and held the office until his death. 


The late President Harding ap- 
pointed him Secretary of Labor in 
1921. He continued to hold the 
cabinet position under Presidents 
Coolidge and Hoover, resigning in 
1930 to become Republican Sena- 
tor from Pennsylvania. 


After l« years in the Senate, he 
was defeated by Francis J. Myers, 
a Philadelphia Democrat, in 1944. 
Davis stayed in Washington, spend-

Davis’ wife died seven years 
ago. They had a son and four 
daughters.

Weeding, improved cutting, thin- 
ning and pruning in young stands 
greatly increase the potential val- 
jue of later harvests. It is estimated 
‘that about 85,000,000 acres of the 
younger stands might well be 
‘pruned, weeded, or thinned. 
| A survey by the Forest Service 
shows that 71 percent of the own- 
‘ers of small woodlands cut their 
trees in such a way that the cut- 
over land has no timber value left, 
or almost none. Only four percent 
of the small owners cut wisely, 
leaving their forests able not only 
to grow but to improve, Twenty- 
five percent of the small cutting 
rates “fair.” 

The small owners’ poor cutting 
practices are so serious’ beaause 
three-fourths of the private com- 
mercial forest acreage is in 4,200,- 
‘000 small holdings of less than 
5,000 acres. The average size of 
these woodlands is 62 acres. 
| The Forest Service found that 
cutting practices (looking toward 
conservation) are generally much 
better on the large tracts of tim- 
berland held by lumber companies 
and pulp companies, .and on pub- 
lic lands, but the Forest Service 
points out that these cover only 
25 percent of the commercial for- 
est acreage. 


60-YEAR PLANTING JOB 

Reforestation under the best 
conditions is slow business, It is 
estimated that 75,000,000 acres of 
denuded and poorly-stocked forest 
land will have to be planted to 
trees if it is to grow timber with- 
in the lifetime of present-day chil- 
‘dren. The total forest acreage 
planted since 1926 totals 6,483,000 
acres. 
| Slowed down during the war, 
nursery and planting operatigns 
are being stepped up as funds and 
manpower are made available.

Cash 
value of the wood destroyed is 
only a part of the damage. Burn- 
‘ing kills some of the larger trees 
‘land weakens and slows down the 
growth of others. Bark beetles and 
disease enter easily through 
burned places. Seedlings and 
young trees needed to establish 
another forest are killed. 

| The Forest Service says that ev- 
ery small woodland owner can 
himself do much to prevent fire. 
‘Heavy slash left after logging 
‘should be pulled away from 
standing trees. When desirable, as 
it generally is in the West, slash 
should be burned—but only dur- 
ing damp weather and under the 
direction of the local forester. 

The tops and other useless parts 
of windfalls and other recently 
killed timber should be safely dis- 
posed of, Weeds, grass, and brush 
along the edges of fields should 
be cut or grazed and flammable 
trash cleaned up. 

Careful forest management. 
which prevents injuries to trees 
and removes those already weak 
or sick, helps to prevent insect 
attack. 

The best way to start a selec- 
tive harvest cut, says the Forest 
Service, is to go through the for- 
est with a paint brush and paul 
(Or a paint gun and mark the trees 
that are to be felled. Then after 
marking is finished, cutting can 
begin. Choosing the trees and cut- 
ting them at the same time causes 
to6 many mistakes.

The latest boxing fiasco—the Billy Fox-Jake 
LaMotta waltz—further revealed what most 
folks suspected all along, that the fight game 
is loused up with abut as many undesirable citi- 
zens as reside on Alcatraz Island. 

In fact, boxing has sunk even lower than 
wrestling, if such a thing is possible. The odors escaping from the 
rassling ring are sickening, but those coming from boxing are 
downright nauseating. 

Everybody knows—or should know—that wrestling matches are 
fixed: that they are merely old-fashioned melodramas, complete 
with hero and villain. and that the sole purpose of them is to 
entertain. not decide “championships.”

But not so with boxing. The public has

PALO ALTO, Cal., Nov. 22— 
(UP)—A last-ditch pass play that 
went for 80 yards and a touch- 
down brought the highly-favored 
University of California from the 
brink of defeat Saturday and gave 
them a spine-tingling 21-to-18 vic- 
tory over an underdog Stanford 
eleven that fought its heart out in 
search of its first victory of the 
year.

Holly Family Deserves 
‘More Gardeners Attention 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN oF 
All amateur and professional gardeners seem to have certain favor- 
But one type of useful ornamental 


growth that has not been given the attention it deserves is the Ilex 


having much darker green leaves 


which are fairly small. This spe- 


cies produces ae fine twiggy 
growth and a good solid bushy 
habit when kept trimmed back. It 
produces large quantities of small 
red berries thickly set on the 
stems. 


There are many other types of 
holly plants that have 
value in the landscape setting, the 
remaining ones being the low, 
bushy type which are used in 
foreground plantings or as specl- 
mens. Perhaps the most interest- 
ing of these is the Japanese holly, 
or the Ilex Crenata group. Hex 
Crenata, the original species, 1s 
still classed as an evergreen shrub 
whose leaves are oval in shape 
and somewhat resembling  box- 
wood. In fact, many people use 
this species and its varieties in 
Miace of boxwood because of their 
great resistance to insect and dis 
ease attacks. 

This is one of the hollies that 
does not produce a red berry, but 
bears quantities of small black 
berries during the late Fall and 
Winter months. When left untrim- 
med, the species will grow to a 
‘height of 10 to 15 feet, but it is 
generally trimmed back to within 
five to six feet, where it is kept 


Some of the more dwarf-grow- 
ing hollies are the varieties, Bul- 
lata and Rotundifolia, in the Ilex 
Crenata group. Both of these va- 
rieties have broader and more 
rounded leaves than those of the 
original species and develop a low 
spreading growth that is ideal for 
many landscape uSes. 


| All members of the holly family 
are remarkably free of insect and 
disease pests, one great advantage 
in their culture. In addition, they 
ask no particuijar favors as far as 
Special cultural practice is con- 
cerned. Al. they need is moderate- 
ly acid soil, ample moisture and 
a reasonable amount of humus in 
the soil mixture. Liberal - mulch 
of pine straw, leaves or peat moss 
will aid greatly in supplying the 
\proper moisture requirements and 
in promoting ideal growth condi- 


tions. 
| Every home garden should have 
a few different species of hollies 
to complete a perfect landscape 
effect.

Palestine 
And the Jew

Anti-Semitism as a political movement is the genesis of the Zion- 


sist movement, is at the root of present-day Jewish nationalism and 


is the jet propulsion motor which powers it, according to Dr. Morris 
S. Lazaron, learned rabbi of the Baltimore Hebrew Congregation 
since 1915. 

In a 26,000-word special section as printed in the current issue 
of the Christian Century, Dr. Lazaron makes a strong case against 
Zionism, declared to be the inspiration of the unhappy lot of Jews 
in the world today, and predicted as the fomenter of continued 
troubles in the generations yet to come. Dr. Lazaron would have 
Palestine set apart as a homeland for such Jews as desire to go there, 
and vigorously opposes establishing a state exclusively for Jews. 
Criticism of the United States for its approval of-the partition policy 
is offered. 

Says Dr. Lazaron: “Every consideration of justice and humanity, 
Arab and Zionist and Jewish interest, our important national con 
cerns and the peace of the world——all seem to suggest that the United 
States should reject the proposal for partition and the Zionist State, 
and support the Jewish Homeland in a bicultura] Palestinian state.” 
Study The elaborate study of Palestine and the Jew is embodied 

in five sections: Palestine in the Setting of the World 
Scene; the Old Faith in the New World; Homeland or State?; Demo- 
cratic Compromise; In the Perspective of History. 

Zionism as a nationalist movement is credited with bringing Jew- 
ish affairs prominently into the world scene today. Zionism insists 
upon establishment of a Jewish state now, believing that such a 
state would go a long way toward solving the probkem of the Jew. 
The Zionist nationalists are therefore determined to press their 
claim to a successful conclusion, now, when the pattern of the 
new world is being fashioned. 

Arab nationalism is inflexible in its opposition to a Jewish state 
in the Holy Land, and foresees a civil war if such a state is set up, 
said Dr. Judh Leon Magnes, President of the Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem, himself a modern Zionist. 


Contrast Jewish life in the United States presents a singular 

picture of contrasts—decadence and health, confidence 
and fear, failure and achievement. The American Jew is not quite 
sure of his future. The specter of anti-Semitism haunts him. He 
has confidence in the worid, and in the ultimate goals of history, 
but it is a hesitant confidence, for he finds his country uncertain, 
divided. Doubt and cynicism are no more general among Jews than 
among Christians; but for Jews past and present history gives these 
questions greater poignancy. 

The desire for unity among Jews today naturAally-grows out df 
the position of the Jews in the world. The most compelling expres- 
sion of that desire is Zionism, which puts across every area of Jewish 
thinking and endeavor, creating discord and ill-feeling inside the 
Jewish community life and Anti-Semitism outside of it. Unfortu- 
nately, so it is said, the Zionist controversy has moved into the field 
of American politics, where there are large numbers of Jews. 

Jewish sentiment is divided between two proposals: Establish- 
ment of a Jewish state in Palestine, with position in the family of 
rations;. and making Palestine the Jewish homeland where Jews 
would consider themselves a religio-cultural community scattered 
throughout the world, with the homeland state as the spiritual 
center. This is presented as a democratic settlement, which would 
assure the Arabs of the security of their rights. Also it promises the 
best hope of reconstruction in Palestine and for peace in the Near 
East. 


Many explanations have been offered for Anti-Semit- 
ism, says Dr. Lazaron. Anti-Semitism is a disease. The 
remedies proposed are merely surface treatments, leaving the roots 
untouched. The root trouble, says Dr. Lazaron, is the fact that 
Jews have made themselves different, and steadfastly maintain 
that difference. This difference is needless, he says, and need not 
be endlessly promoted. 

Says Dr. Lazaron: “We are either a people entitled to all the 
paraphernalia of* statehood, and Judaism is a national religion, or 
we are a world-wide religio-cultural community. We cannot be 
both. We have tried and we have failed.” 

Cultural pluralism is only a transition philosophy in the unfold- 
ing of American life, a wholesome and temporary concept designed 
to help tide over a period of adjustment. 


“We Jews,” says Dr. Lazaron, “have a greater mission 
than upbuilding a single refuge or creating a Jewish 
Let us be world-wide carriers of the ideas of 


Then ‘homeland’ for Jews as well as for Christians 
will be universal, not parochial. We may not like the burden which 
history and our tradition have placed upon our shoulders. We may 
rebel against it. But we refuse at our peril, The world has gone 
mad on nationalism. 

“Our help today is where it has always been—not in the weap- 
ons which men and nations forge, not in materialistic and secular 
philosophies such as nationalism, but in bearing heroic witness to 
the eternal truths of justice and human brotherhood.”

‘Rebirth of the Maori: 
A Fascinating Story 


Because an English woman wrote a great 

1 novel, and because Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer made 

a great motion: picture out of that novel, atten- 
tion of the world, as never before, has been focused on a race of 
people whose story is one of the most fascinating ever told, 

The novel and the picture, of course, is “Green Dolphin Street” 
and the race involved is the Maori-Polynesian, of New Zealand. 
Many scenes in the book and picture involve the Maories and one 
of the most spectacular sequences of all depicts a great battle 
between these tribesmen and the white invaders of their homeland. 

Because of the picture the Government of New Zealand, through 
its Tourist Department, sent a number of copies of a book telling 
the story of the modern Maori in word and picture, to the New York 
office of Loew's, Incorporated, distributor and exhibitor of the pic- 
ture. My friend, Ernie Emmerling, thoughtfully sent one ol those 


copies to me. 

: There are, in this book, a number of reproduc- 
Great Artist tions, in ful® color, of paintings by an artist 
named C. F. Goldie, all of them portrait studies of Maori characters. 
The handling of the flesh tints, of the highlights on the faces of his 
subjects, reveals Goldie as an outstanding artist of his time. 

The older Maories. men and women, present startling appear- 
ance to Western eyes. For, in addition to the wrinkles which 
come to all old age. their faces are marked with involved lines 
and patterns of tattoo. Savage and shocking, you think, but after 
all, they ate little worse than the lipstick and eyebrow plucking, 


'verywhere. 


: Some of the old men pictured fought against 
War Survivors the British in the long wars, remindful of our 
own Indian wars, before the Maories were finally overcome, rele- 
gated to reservatfons and their land, New Zealand, taken by the 
white men. 

The Maori-Polynesians were notable for the long travels they 
completed, moving by entire tribes from one’ Pacific island to an- 
other, in canoes handmade out of tree trunks.: They are today 
reviving that ancient art of canoe building, creating canoes as 
long as 120 feet. 

There are pictures of modern Maori warriors in the uniforms 
they wore when serving with the British in World War I, in France. 
And there are pictures of their ancient weapons, such as the Taiaha, 
a long hardwood broadsword,’ more effective in hand-to-hand com- 
There was, also, the “patu,” 
2 short weapon of polished stone, handed down from father to son, 
used as a club or chopping axe in in-fighting. 


: The ancient Maories were, you know, canni- 
Were Cannibals bals, though human flesh was eaten only asa 
part of the most important ceremonials and as a great honor when 
high-ranking visitors were present. There is an ancient Maori 
pictured as “Last of the Cannibals.” His expression hints he forgot 
his bicarb. tablets after the last meal. 

The impressive thing, though, about the book is not the relics 
of ancient days so much as the story of how the Maories are 
“coming back.” 

By education in hygiene and sanitation the vital statistics of 
the race show they are once again increasing, although for many 
years they were supposed to be fast dying out entirely, as a race. 

They are returning to an art of their forefathers, that of agri- 
culture, and on the restricted acreage remaining to them are farm: 
ing intelligently, profitably and healthfully. 

Their villages are today places of beauty and their ways of 
life are simple, healthful and happy. Their young men and women 
are virile, graceful, attractive. : 

And their little children are, it is said, the cleanest in the world 
because they spend most of their time splashing in the waters of 
the warm thermal springs which abound in their territories.

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Working Girls With Big Ideas

T FIRST no one paid any atten- 
A tion to the two strangers who 
entered the Addison (Michi- 
gan) State Bank recently and quietly 
Sat down on a mahogany bench, Miss 
Flaude Cleveland, the bank's presi. 
dent, in her office at the rear, was 
not even aware of their presence. 
She had no inkling that they were 
about to provide her the most tumultu- 
ous day in 40 years of banking. 

The bank shows here and there 
its woman president's touch. There 
are flowers and ferns and convenient 
chairs. The atmosphere is homey, 
and the strangers made themselves 
comfortable for half an hour, until 
most of the windows were clear. 

Only five customers were left 
when suddenly they sprang up from 
the bench with drawn pistols. 

“Everybody on the floor!” one of 
them snarled. “Lie down!” 

As the customers meekly obeyed, 
one gunman covered the tellers and 
the other strode briskly into the of- 
fice of small, elderly Miss Cleveland. 


“This is a stickup!” he said, and. 


poked his gun into her ribs. 


~ 


Miss Cleveland turned and her 
eyes were merry. She tapped him 
on the shoulder and said: 

“Now, now, you wouldn't be kid- 
ding me, would you?” 

He-and his confederate showed 
her that they were not kidding. They 
scooped up $2,775 and fled—only to 
be captured six hours later. 

“A few years ago Miss Cleveland 
would never have let them get away 
with it,” a policeman said. But she 
smiled him down. 

“T had enough sense then, just as 
I have enough sense now, to be care- 
ful with a gun sticking in my ribs,” 
she explained. 

Nobody in Addison (population 
700) would deny that she has sense. 
She is a career woman, alert and 
trim and amiable, who has come up 
from humble beginnings to the presi- 
dency of a bank with 400 depositors 
and assets of more than $1,000,000. 

Once she blacked the boots of 
Addison's leading citizens. Now, at 


65, she is a leading citizen herself, a- 


comfort to many in trouble and an 
authority on business and finance. 
In her roomy house with its fine 
pieces of old furniture, above a rock 
garden and flowers in the yard, she 
leafed through a scrapbook the other 
day, and called up the years that 
were harder than the years are now. 
“I was a saloon kKeeper’s daughter 
in a town where a good many people 
weren't very tolerant of saloons,” she 
said. “I knew as a child the pain 
you get when you are looked down 
on and I knew that somehow I was 
going to make good on my. own.” 
She began with a newspap€@r route 
when she was seven years old. She 
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sold horseradish. She peddled corn 
cobs for fuel at three cents a barrel, 
hauling them on a little sled. Along 
the railroad tracks she picked up 
coal and sold it for 15 cents a bushel. 

“I got to know most of the train. 
men. When they’d see me, they’d 
give the whistle a toot, and throw 
out a little coal.” 

At nine, she was hanging around 
the village barber shop, not as idle 
boys do but with an eye to work. 
The Qgarber took to her and let hei 
set up a shoeshine stand, and then 
he began to teach her barbering. 


When she was 10 she set up her, 


own shop, and a nice one, with a 
sanitary chair and other equipment 
which she bought with the $300 she 
had saved nickel by nickel. 

The shop prospered, but when she 
was 14 the State of Michigan made 
effective a sanitary code forcing all 
barbers to be licensed. ~ She was 
unabashed. In Detroit she passed 
the state examination and became 
the state’s first feminine barber. 

At that time she adopted a man- 


ner of dress from which she has not 


deviated. It is severe. 

“Most of the wives were a little 
suspicious about letting their hus- 
bands go to a>lady barber,” she said 
the other day. “I had to convince 
them that I was strictly business.” 

Later she left Addison and for 
two years worked in barber shops 
across the country, including a 12- 
chair, all-woman shop in San Fran- 
cisco. Yet she liked that little town 
where she was born and she went 
back to it, reopening her little shop.

Her old customers returned to 
her, and some new ones came, and 
one remarkable day a new one she 
had never seen before. He had come 
to town to open a bank. 

“After a while I asked him. for 
a job, and got it, at $20 a month. I 
told him, ‘I won’t be worth a dime 
to you at first. I don’t know the 
first thing about the banking busi- 
ness. But I do Know how to do jani- 
tor work.’ ”’ 

She went on the payroll as janitor, 
and in a little while she had the dual 
role of janitor-bookkeeper. 

Two years from the time she 
walked, untutored, for the first time 
into the bank, she became cashier -in 
1909. In 1918 she was made vice 


president; in 1929, president, 

She has raised and educated three 
children — her sister’s——and she has 
always taken a leading part in Addi- 
son’s civic affairs although ‘she has 
kept out of politics. 

“A man was telling me the other 
day that he belonged to 12 clubs,” 
she said. “I just said to myself, 
‘Well, Mister, there must be some- 
thing wrong with you. Nobody can 
serve adequately as a member of so 
many organizations!’ ” 

At the bank she is known of course 
to everyone in town and although 
she is naturally warm and friendly,

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she has dignity and reserve. 

“I've been able to be of service 
to a good many people. That’s the 
way I see life-—as an opportunity 
for service to others,” she says. 

The little amenities, she thinks, 
count as much sometimes as more 
impressive deeds, and she runs the 
bank on that theory. She isn’t one 
to stand on formality or custom. 

After she leafed through the 
scrapbook the other day, she went 
to the bank and was there at closing 
time just as a man dashed up to the 
door, a second too late to be admitted.

“A draft,” he replied.

HE TALL, dashing bridegroom 
beamed as he said “I do” and the 
*tite blond bride was radiant. 
Admiring spectators in the _ staid 
Edinburgh registry office confided in 
whispers that Lord Inverchapel and 
his “pocket Venus” looked even more 
romantic than when they had first 
been married 18 years before. 

He was plain Archibald Clark Kerr 
then, British ambassador to Chile, 
and she was Maria Teresa Diaz Salas, 
“the prettiest girl in Santiago” and 
the sprightly sprig of one of its old- 
est and wealthiest families. Their re- 
marriage, two years after his divorce 
and six years after they separated, 
was an outstanding example of what 
seems to be a trend toward reunion 
among divorced couples. 

The Kerrs had been. through 
plenty together. Two years after the 
46-year-old diplomat married the 22- 
year-old heiress in 1929, he was trans. 
ferred to Sweden. They spent four 
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years there. Three years in Iraq 
followed, and it was there that the 
late King Feisal first called the em- 
bassy’s hostess a “pocket Venus.” 
This period was full of glamour 
and excitement for the envoy’s wife. 
But when Sir Archibald, as he had 
‘then become, was ordered to China 
in 1938, Lady Maria learned that an 


ambassador’s mate must share his 
grief as well as his glory. When she 
climbed froma musty shelter  be- 
neath the stables after their Chung- 
king home was wrecked by a Jap- 
anese bomb in 1941, it ended an era. 

Sir Archibald kissed her good-by 
on a Nanking River wharf as she left 
with the other wives of the diplo- 
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Lady Inverchapel — “The 
Prettiest Girl in Santiago” 
—Changed Her Mind and 
Said "I Do" for the Second 
Time to the Same Man.

And he didn’t see her 
again until 1943, when he flew half- 
way around the world for a secret 
rendezvous in New York, where she 
had gone to live. 

Maria, who was serving as a 
nurse’s aide, presumably gave him 
the brush-off, because he won a di- 
vorce in Edinburgh a few weeks later 
on the ground of desertion. He was 
given the title of Lord Inverchapel 
and s¢nt to Britain’s most vital dip- 
lomatiz post—Washington. 

New York was just around the 
corner. The ambassador made several 
trips there to see the woman he had 
never stopped loving. When he sailed 
to England last summer for his first 
vacation in 10 years, she had already 
preceded him. ‘Their second marriage 
in Edinburgh wasn’t a surprise. 

In fact, there are more remar- 
riages today than ever before. That's 
due, some people say, to the fact that 
there are more divorces and, conse- 
quently, more reconciliations. 

In 1946, divorces in the United 
States hit-an all-time high of 620,000, 
a rate of almost one in every four 
of 2,600,000 marriages. 

The Kerrs had been separated 
only haif a dozen years, but in Long 
Beach, Calif., the other day, Frank 
L. Rector, 75, remarried the wife who 
had divorced him 27 years before. 

The marriage chart of Mrs. 
George Icttinger of San Francisco is 
unique, even in matrimonial circles. 
She had her own theery of hew to 
hold a husband by loosening him. 
Last year—-alter being three times 
wed and shed--—from George Ettinger 
she married him a fourth time. 

Gene Krupa, the iandsome or- 
chestra leader, who's a demon on the 
drums, cited himself as the culprit 
and cause of his divorce from the 
former Ethel Fawcett in 1942. They 
rewed in January, 1946. 

“We were first married in 1933,” 
Krupa said. “I was a struggling mu- 
sician. When success finally came it 
was too rich for my b ood.” 

After the divorce, Krupa squired 
such glamour girls as Lana Turner 
and Carol Bruce. Meanwhile, his ex- 
wife made no bones about it to her 
friends that she was still madly in 
love with her ex-husband. 

She had an opportunity to show 
not only her love but her loyalty’ in 
1945 when Krupa got inio a jam with 
federal authorities over alleged pos- 
session of marijuana. She stood by 
Krupa, who served a short jail term. 

Another bandleader’s wife, Mrs. 
Freddie Martin, doesn’t believe that 
reasons for remarrying can be ap 
plied renerally. She Married the mu- 
sic r.aestro in December, 1930, and 
divorced’ him in Februavy, 1946. They 
had one son, Freddie, Jr., now 15. The 
Martins remarried within a year. 

“A successful remarriage all de- 
pends upon the people involved,” Mrs. 
Martin maintained. “\ e are happy 
now, but we were happy most of the 
time before. Yet, when the break 
came. I could see no other solution 
but divorce. 

“After the divorce, Freddie court- 
ed me constantly. I kept saying no 
and finally said yes. We were in love 
all the time.” 

A real voice of matrimonial ex- 
perience is Albert Putnam (Put) 
Humphreys, a New York diamond 
merchant and cafe society figure. He 
and his present wife, the former 
Geraldine Higgins, daughter of a 
Wall Street wizard, have a combined 
total of eight marriages. 

He first married Barbara Shanton 
in 1931, when he was 18. Upon their 
divorce, in 1935, he married Miss Hig- 
gins. She sued him for divorce in 
1938, charging he owed her $45,000. 
She forgave him two wives later. In 
the interim, while Humphreys mar- 
ried and divorced Alice Anderson and 
Beverly Parker (now Paterno), 
ex-and-current Mrs. Humphreys wed 
actor Paul Douglas. In spells between 
other marriages, the Humphreys 
dated each other, and resumed being 
man and wife in September, 1946.

HE big man with the big mustache eased him- 
self out of the hillside hole, wiped his hands 
on a bandanna, and spoke reverently. 

“This,” he said, “is the richest hill in the 

world!” 

“Gold?” whispered his companion. The big 
man shook his head. 

“Silver?” Another shake of the head. Marcus 
Daly put his bandanna away, smoothed his droop 
ing mustache, and said: 

“Copper! Copper that I learned the fee! of, 
and the smell of when I was selling newspapers 
in New York. Copper that will make men as rich 
as the silver in the Comstock Lode or the gold 
of California. It’s another bonanza, as they call 
‘em.” ° 

Thus at Butte, Montana, in 1876 the history of 
American bonanzas was repeating itself; promis- 
ing one thing and yielding another. Men had 
rushed to Nevada’s Comstock Lode and Colorado’s 
Leadville district to dig gold—-and stayed to reap 
fortunes in silver. 

Some of the Same men had rushed to Alder 
Gulch in Montana Territory to dig gold, then silver 
and, finally, to mine copper that made battling 
multimillionaires of three day laborers: Marcus 
Daly, William Andrews Clark and F. Augustus 
Heinze. 

All because of a housing shortage at near-by 
Alder Gulch. 

Gold was discovered in Alder Gulch, south- 
western Montana Territory, in 1863—and the rush 
was on as thousands of men stampeded to the 
site. 

Johnny Come Latelys of 1864 found no room 
to pitch a tent, stake a claim, or even swing a pick 
in the booming gulch. 

Some headed west towards the Comstock Lode 
and its silver, the California diggings and gold. 
Others, including William Allison, Denis Leary 
and G. O. Humphrey, drifted northeast from Alder 
Gulch, to the foot of the mountain that was to 
become “the richest hill in the world” and the land- 
mark of Butte. 

They found gold and laid out the town bound- 
aries of Butte in 1866. But the gold was hard to 


extract from the ore and the get-rich-quick miners 
moved on, leaving the population of Butte below 
the hundred mark. 

There was enough silver in the ore to pay the 
cost of freighting it by wagon and boat to smelters 
in New Jersey but the hill’s real treasure—copper 

was regarded as a nuisance and practically 
worthless by the time it was reclaimed some two 
thousand miles away. 

The young town of Butte was apathetic when 
William Andrews Clark arrived in 1872 “just to 
look around.” 

He had been “looking around” most of the 
years since his birth on a Pennsylvania farm in 
1839. The Clark family migrated to Missouri in 
1856 and young Clark, while completing his self- 
education, taught country school until 1862, when 
he joined the parade moving towards the gold- 
fields of Nevada, California and Colorado. 

At the end of his first season of prospecting 
in Jeff Davis Gulch, Clark had washed out sev- 
eral thousand dollars’ worth of gold in Colorado 
Creek but unlike his associates, he didn’t “hole 
up” in bustling Bannack for the winter. 

The same driving force that was to make him 
one of the richest men in the world was at work. 
He travelled as far east as St. Louis, buying and 
selling supplies and cattle, always at a profit; a 
profit that enabled him to make loans in Helena 
at interest of 2 per cent a month, and open a 
bank in Deer Lodge. 

When he wasn’t prospecting or trading, he was 
reading textbooks on geology and legal treatises 
on contracts. At 33 William Andrews Clark was 
reckoned a millionaire and a mining expert. He 
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“looked around” Butte in 1872, and took control- 
ling options on the Original, Mountain Chief, Co- 
lusa and Gambetta claims. 

Then he went to Columbia University in New 
York to learn more about metals and mining. By 
1876 he had his own stamp mills and refineries at 
Butte, specializing in silver, and opened another 
mine, the Frank Moulton. , 

Clark was No. 1 man in the Territory when 
Marcus Daly, soon to become his bitter foe, paid 
Butte a visit as a hired hand for the Walker 
Brothers of Salt Lake City. Daly had been a 
hired hand pr&ctically since his birth in Ireland 
in 1841. He had sold newspapers in New York, 
joined the rush to the Comstock Lode in 1860 
where, under men like James Fair and William 
Mackay, he learned how to “smell out good ore.” 

This day, in 1876, he must have been impressed 
by what he smelled in the Alice mine, next to 
Clark’s Frank Moulton, near the top of the hill. 

Daly took an option on the Alice—and the 
fight was on. 


SOME reports said the Clark-Daly feud originated 
because Clark had designs on the Alice, and 
refused to honor Daly’s draft for the option at 
his Deer Lodge bank. Others insisted it started 
over water rights, with Clark gouging Daly for 
the use of the fluid. A third version had it that 
Clark had made disparaging remarks about James 
B. Haggin, one of Daly’s financial supporters. 

Whatever the cause, Daly lost no time in ac- 
cepting the challenge. 

Daly was ready to start operating as his own 
boss and he found the opportunity in a mine owned 
by Michael Hickey and called by him the Ana- 
conda. Daly was permitted to examine the claim, 
and the scent must have been perfect—-but it 
didn’t convince the Walker Brothers. They wanted 
no part of the Anaconda. 

Marcus Daly promptly sold his share of the 
proven Alice for $30,000, gave the money to Hickey 
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“THE RICHEST HILL IN THE WORLD’ 


for a controlling interest in the Anaconda—a name 
as famous in copper as the Kohinoor in diamonds. 

Me needed money for development. It was 
prompt in arriving, from men who had made 
money in the Ontario mine on Lake Flat. Utah, 
a Daly-smelled George Hearst, Haggin 
and Lloyd Tevis supplied the funds. 

As Daly went deeper into the Anaconda he 
found it rich in copper, bearing out his claim 
that the Butte jandmark was “the richest hill in 
the world.” 

He decided he would need a comparable 
smelter—*“the biggest copper smelting plant in the 
world.” 

Clark, the early arrival, had his plants at 
' Butte. Let him keep them—and his influence in 
Butte. 


ALY built his plant 26 miles from Butte and 

built his own city around it. The city, natu- 
rally enough, was called Anaconda. 

If Clark, the former school teacher, hadn’t 
developed political ambitions for himself, the 
history of Montana’s statehood might have been 
a prosaic story and the feud between him and Daly 
might have died down as the years brought them 
added millions. 

As it was, Clark began to use his newspaper, 
the Butte Miner, as his political organ. 

Daly twirled his lush mustaches and started 
his own newspaper, the Anaconda Standard. 

When Montana became a state and it was 
necessary to select a permanent capital, Clark 
advocated Helena, the temporary site. 

Daly countered by demanding that Anaconda 
should be the capital. Both sides spent thousands. 

In the popular election, Helena won by 4,000 
votes and Clark decided he was riding the crest 
of political popularity and would ride it into the 
U. S. Senate. 

The state legislature, then charged with the 
duty of picking the state’s senators, battled over 
the issue for 40 days while Daly’s Anaconda Stan- 
dard proclaimed: 
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category. Governor Robert B. Smith, one of his 
opponents, Was called out of the state while Clark 
was writing his resignation as senator. ‘The 
lieutenant governor promptly appointed William 
Andrews Clark to the vacant seat in the Senate! 

Daly roared, and Governor Smith raced back 
to Helena to rescind the appointment. Clark 
smiled and made no attempt to have himself 

seated in Washington. 

Daly smiled too, behind his lux- 
uriant mustache, and retired as a 
conqueror, after turning over most 
of his copper interests to the Amal- 
gamated Copper Company and its 
guiding spirits, H. H. Rogers and 
William Rockefeller. 

The retirement was _ short-lived. 
Marcus Daly died of Bright's disease 
in New York on Nov. 12, 1900. Then, 
and only then, was W. A. Clark able 
to win his coveted ambition. Montana 
made him a U.S. Senator the follow- 
ing year. 

Daly’s fortune at the time of his 
death was not announced. 

An indication of its size is the fact 
that his widow, Mrs. Margaret F. 
Daly, who died in Bitter Root Valley, 
Montana, in 1941, left an estate of 
$12,000,000 to a grandson, Marcus 
III, and two daughters: Mrs. James 
W. Gerard, wife of the former ambas- 
sador to Germany, and Harriet, who 
became the Countess Sigray of Buda- 
pest. 

Death having withdrawn his arch 
enemy from the field of battle, Wil- 
liam Andrews Clark spent more and 

more time as Senator and collector of works of 
art. He built a $7,500,000 mansion on New York’s 
Fifth Avenue at 77th Street, and married Anna La 
Chapelle, daughter of a Montana doctor who was 
his friend. 


LARK died in 1925, leaving his $3,000,000 art 
collection to the Metropolitan Museum if the - 
museum would house it suitably. The museum 
had to decline with thanks and the collection went 
to the Corcoran gallery in Washington, D. C. 

His estate was valued at $47,763,763, a huge 
sum which was increased in 1928 when the Clark 
mining interests at Butte were merged with Daly's 
Anaconda Copper Mining Company! The feud 
had definitely ended. % 

Its place on the Montana scene was taken by 
the struggle between F. Augustus Heinze, 20 
years younger than Clark, and the Amalgamated 
Copper Company, including the Rogers and 
Rockefeller interests. 

Heinze, a “book miner” fresh out of Columbia 
University, had invaded Butte with a transit as his 
weapon and had gone to work for $5 a day as a 
surveyor. It didn’t take him long to stake out 
the first of his claims and make the first of his 
enemies; he Kept nipping at the flanks of Daly 
and Clark while they were fighting each other.

“Clark will be elected if money can buy his 
election, but in no other way.” 

He wasn't elected——that time. For six years 
the feud was restricted to skirmishes, such as 
a baseball game at Anaconda. Clark’s Helena 
team made the trip on a special train which, with 
its accessories was reported to have’ cost $5,000, 
but it was gonsidered money well spent. The Clark 
hitters beat the Daly sluggers. 

Then, in 1899, Clark tried for the U. S. Senate 
again, and the Daly forces touched off a bomb 
calculated to blow William Andrews Clark out of 
the political picture. 

Addressing a joint session of the legislature, 
a state senator exhibited four envelopes contain- 
ing $30,000 and declared the money had been given 
over by Clark agents in return for the votes 
of himself—-Whiteside—-W. A. Clark (no relation 
of the candidate) and two other senators! 

Clark, the candidate, called it a plot and re- 
newed his fight. The grand jury and the legisia- 
ture failed to take steps in any definite direction. 

After a long deadlock, the weary legislature 
voted Clark into Washington as the junior senator 
from Montana. 

Daly took ttme off from his stable of thorough- 
bred racing horses to organize another anti-Clark 
campaign. He financed a committee which duly 
charged that Clark had been elected by bribery, 
fraud and other evil practices. 

In Washington, the Senate committee on 
privileges and elections held a three-month hear- 
ing to determine whether Clark was entitled to 
his seat in the upper house. ‘The committee finally 
decided that his election was “null and void" be- 
cause of the “briberies and attempted briberies” as 
set forth by the Daly backed committee. 

The second setback might have discouraged 
the average man, but W. A. Clark wasn't in that 
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Heinze harried the Amalgamated underground 
by using his engineering knowledge in an effort 
to prove the huge corporation had infringed on 
the claims of others; and above the ground in 
the courts of Montana. 

He filed dozens of actions, and the Amal- 
gamated filed dozens of actions while, on occa- 
sion, the mines closed and the miners’ families 
went hungry. Platoons of lawyers marched in 
and out of dusty courtrooms while Montanans 
listened to dry legal arguments, and yearned for 
the exciting days and the torch-lit nights of the 
great and vigorous war between Daly and Clark. 

The Amalgamated finally got tired, and bored 
too. In 1906, while his friends the miners still 
regarded him as their champion, Heinze met in 
New York with the giants of Wall Street and sold 
his Butte holdings for $10,500,000. 


FE DECIDED to pyramid this into a greater for- 

tune-—but not by labor in the mines. He or- 
ganized the United Copper Company and invaded 
Wall Street. It was a sad error for the compara- 
tively young engineer. Wall Street didn’t mind 
fighting him in distant Montana, but it resented 
the upstart invasion of its own stamping grounds. 

A year later, in the “black year” of 1907, F. 
Augustus Heinze lost the last of his $10,500,000 
fortune. He was indicted on mail fraud charges, 
acquitted, and soon died in Saratoga, N. Y. 

Montana took comparatively little notice of his 
passing. As one pioneer put it: 

“He came and went so quick like. Whereas 
Marcus Daly and W. A, Clark seemed to be claw- 
ing at each other’s throats morning, noon and 
night as long as anyone could remember. 

“We missed ther”

No one can éver be sure just what 
went through her mind, of course, 
but from the evidence in the apart- 
ment and with the aid of her father, 
the police reconstructed what to them 
was a logical and ironic explanation 
of the tragedy.

Benjamin Kohn planned an elabo- 
rate show to make his wife think he 
had killed himself, in the hope that 
that would bring her back to him. 

Kohn, a 45-year-old accountant of 
Stamford, Connecticut. tried hard to 
reach his wife after she left h.m, but 
his efforts failed. ‘Then he planned 
his “suicide,” and took not only his 
four sens, aged 14 to six, with him, 
but also a three-year-old Chinese boy 
who was boarding with the l.ohns. 

They all disappeared. 

Next day a rowboat con 
taining clues pointing to 
Kohn was found in Lone 
Island Seund. Coast Guard 
cutters and blimps, and 
scores of private’ craft, 
searched the Sound in the 
next two days. All the time 
Kohn, with the boys, was 
hiding «at a resort in _Penn- 
syivania. 2 

Kohn was finally identi- 
fied and returned to Con- 
necticut. The schemé, how-

i pressed, his wife did not 

return. 


A suicide attempt with 
a happy ending, for a 
change, was staged by Alex- 
ander Mendicini, a merchant seaman 
of New York City. Police found a 
jacket with his name in it on Brook- 
lyn Bridge, 175 feet above thé water. 

Hurrying to his home, detectives 
found him and his wife, Virginia, in 
each other’s arms. They’d had an 
argument, they said, but everything 
was fine now. As for the suicide 
attempt, Mendicini said, he jumped, 
all right, but he hadn’t stayed in the 
river. It was too cold. 

The National Save-A-Life League, 
Inc.. of New York has as its mission 
the rescuing of people from the urge 
to destroy themselves. Miss Lona Bon- 
nell, the counselor, tells how she dealt 
with one person who _ frequently 
threatened to commit suicide. 

“This woman, who must be name- 
came into our office time and 
again,’ Miss Bonnell said. “She was 
always going to take poison, but we 
always dissuaded her. Finally one 
day she told me that she was going 
to jump off a high building. 

“I knew her by then. She was 
the self-pitying type, and I .took a 
desperate. course. I told her to go 
ahead and jump. I'd call all the 
papers. She left the office.” 

Nothing happened. But two years 
later, Miss Bonnell felt a sheepish 
tug at her sleeve as she walked along 
a New York street. There was the 
would-be suicide. 

“She was smiling and happy,” Miss 
Bonnell said. “She no longer wanted 
to trick people into pitying her, but 
to find happiness herself. She learned 
that a healthy, busy life was far 
better than a career of self-pity.”

Her suit for separation, filed in 
the District of Columbia, says it’s 
because of her husband’s affectionate 
attitude—toward other women. 

Mrs. .Darnell doesn’t walk back- 
ward all the time. It’s only in mo- 
ments of great emotional stress that 
her feet go into reverse. 

“Love,” says one of her doctors, 
Dr. John H. Trescher of Baltimore, 
“may affect people strangely. And 
walking backward is one of the 
bizzare phenomena which may occur 
with a nervous breakdown.” 

Mrs. Darnell, seeking separate 
maintenance from her husband, 
Richard, a well-to-do architect, claims 
that she has good reason to be 
affected. Her husband, she says, has 
not only been unfaithful to her, but 
kept a record ot his conquests. 

Her complaint charges that he 
had no fewer than 70 affairs with 
eight women during a period of three 
and a half months, and that he listed 
these experiences in a little book. She 
tore a page out of the love ledger as 
evidence of his wayward ways. 

For a woman “madly in love with 
her husband,” as Dr. Trescher says 
in a letter included in the court rec- 
ord, this extra-marital box score was 
just too much for his patient. She 
had previously left her husband three 
times and begun divorce proceedings 
twice, only to come back and drop 
them on his promise to behave. 

This time she asks for separate 
maintenance; custody of their 12- 
year-old daughter; Diane; appoint- 
ment of a receiver for jointly-owned 
property valued at about $120,000 
and an order restraining her husband 
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from communicating with her, except 
through the mails. 

Her plea is accompanied by Dr. 
Trescher’s letter which says there is 
nothing organically wrong with Mrs. 
Darnell, and that her tendency to 
walk backward instead of forward is 
a functional nervous disorder. 

“Under similar stress,” the doctor 
points out, “some people lose their 
voices, others their hearing, and still 
others become partially paralyzed.” 

Dr. Trescher told of a case in 
which a woman 80 years old has 
been walking backward for 30 years. 

One of the strangest cases on rec- 
ord is that of John Bollinger, who 
has been known to run backward, 
with astonishing speed, on crowded 
sidewalks. Bollinger tried to _ kill 
himself in a Seattle restaurant sev-

eral years ago, and had previously 
tried suicide twice. 

This tendency represents the back- 
ing away from an unhappy situation 
in life. Dr. Norman Q. Brill, Wash- 
ington psychiatrist, explains. “The 
patient could be recoiling from a 
blow to the ego, or from deep injury 
to a true and abiding love,” he says. 

There’s no doubt about the cause 
for Mrs. Darnell’s reverse locomotion, 
according to her plea to the court, 
She told of marrying the young archi- 
tect in 1927, after a campus romance 
at the University of Illinois. 

Shortly after the happy wedding, 
she said, he began consorting with 
other women. Confronted with proof; 
he promised fiot to stray. But, she 
said, that was only the beginning. 

After they moved to Washington, 
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he again admitted spending a week 
end with another woman. There came 
another promise, another woman, and 
then, Mrs. Darnell said, she tried to 
leave him for the first time. She 
came back, and in 1935 Diane was 
born. During that period he was 
“continuously unfaithful.” 

The second separation came in 
May, 1939. She went to her parents’ 
home in Illinois, with Diane, but Dar- 
nell again, promised her that he would 
get back on the straight and narrow 
path and stick to it. 

She went to a sanitarium to re- 
gain her health—and it was there 
that she began walking backward, In 
1944 came the period of 70 alleged 
affairs, recorded in his handwriting, 
and she filed suit for divorce. 

Again she returned. Then, early 
this year, after a particularly embar- 
rassing scene in which, she says, the 
architect fired a gun at her, she went 


‘to Reno and filed suit for divorce. 


He retaliated by filing suit to have 
the property settlement set aside. 
She dropped her divorce proceedings, 
and went back to Washington. Now 
she’ll have to wait a year to re-estab-, 
lish residence in the District of Co- 
lumbia, because she is, legally, a 
resident of Nevada.

INCE the days of the Wild West, 
Denver has seen many a bizarre 
holdup, but not until recently 

could its records show an instance in 
which 13 gunmen took $150,000 from 
several score of distinguished citizens 

without a squawk from the victims. 

Such secrecy surrounded the Silent 

Robbery, as it has come to be called. 
that some neighbors still find it hard 
to believe that gunmen had the ef- 
frontery to invade the lavish estate 
where the late Evalyn Walsh Me. 
Lean, owner of the famous Hope 
Diamond, learned her social graces. 


Business was going on as usual 
that evening in the rustic lodge be 
side Wolhurst Manor, the vast brick: 
and-stucco palace which a President 
of the United States personally christ- 
ened and where a United States sena- 
tor once entertained Grand Duke 
Michael! of Russia and the cream of 
European nobility. 

Sleekly tailored men, and women 
in dinner dresses, chatted in the 
lounge on the first floor of the lodge 
or gathered around familiar equip- 
ment in the rooms above. Most of 
them clutched stacks of chips bearing 
the handsome crest of the Wolhurst 
Saddle Club, which was the title given 
the estate after its purchase a year 
before by Ova Elija Stephens, better 
known as Smiling Charlie. 

Upstairs the chips were rapidly 
changing hands around two elaborate 
dice tables, a roulette wheel, a faro 
table, a chuck-a-luck game and a 
poker table. Three slot machines were 
absorbing half-dollars and disgorging 
them at infrequent intervals. Couples 
wandered from room to room and 
from game to game. Smiling 
Charlie had lived up to his pledge 
to make his flourishing establishment 
“the classiest layout in this part of 
the country.’ 

A little before midnight the play 
ceased abruptly at the command of 
a slim young man in the center of 
the large room upstairs. There was 
authority in his voice—and in the 
ugly-looking tommy-gun he was 
holding. 

“That will be all,” he said in a 
tone that echoed through the build- 
ing in the sudden silence. . “Stand 
where you are. Anyone who moves 
won't live to regret it.” 

Almost magically a dozen other 
men appeared. They were quiet, un- 
masked and obviously well rehearsed. 
some of them carried pistols and 


took their stations at strategic points. | 


The others, who carried bags, moved 


quickly through the rooms, stripping 
jewelry from the women and forcing 
the men to turn out their pockets. 

Two of the bag men stood beside 
the leader, who turned his gun on 
Eddie Jordan, manager of the club 
during the absence of Stephens, who 
was reported to be in California. 

“While the boys take care of the 
chicken feed,” the leader said, “You 
open the safe.” 

Jordan looked at the gun, 
shrugged his shoulders, turned and 
started twirling the knobs. The two 
bags were soon bulging with bills of 
high denominations. 

The entire job took less than five 
minutes but it seemed like an hour 
to the tense guests. When it was all 
over and the intruders were converg- 
ing toward.-the exit, the leader called 
out: 

“You've forgotten something, 
boys.” 

He nodded toward the slot ma- 
chines. Three of the men picked up 
the bulky devices and carried them 
outside. 

Jordan was forced into one of the 
three waiting cars and was thrown 
out of it several hundred yards from 
the lodge. When he returned the 
guests were ruefully comparing their 
losses. 

“I don’t have to tell you,” he said, 
“that gambling is unlawful in 
Colorado. You can all understand that 
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if we reported this to the police we 
would only get ourselves into more 
trouble. I'll make a HLst of how 
much was taken from each of you. 
I’m sure Smiling Charlie will make 
good on everything.” 

The police received no official re. 
port, but in a few days Denver was 
buzzing with the news. ‘The crime 
itself was_colorful enough but the 
place where it occurred was even 
more so. Wolhurst Manor, with its 
92 rooms and 1100 acres, its imported 
statuary and tree-lined drives, its 
Chippendale furniture and Dresden 
china, had been a Denver showplace 
for years, 

It was originally owned by Edward 
©. Wolcott, whose lavish entertain 
ments for Kuropean nobility and 
American politicians had helped to 
make him a United States senator. 
When he died in 1905, the estate was 
bought by Thomas F. Walsh, who 
had made his fortune from the Camp 
Bird Mine near Ouray, Colorado. It 
was there that his daughter, Evalyn, 
developed the social technique that 
was to make her Washington's most 
famous hostess. 

When Walsh decided to rename the 
place Clonmel in memory of the Irish 
town in which he was. born, Presi- 
dent Taft presided at the christening 
and ex-Vice President Charles Fair- 
banks was cup bearer. Walsh died 
in 1910 and the estate was bought by 
Horace W. Bennett. His widow sold 
it to Stephens, who converted it into 
a fashionable club with a $50 mem- 
bership fee. 

Although the police couldn't act 
without a complaint, the grand jury 
could—and did. It made no attempt 
to locate the robbers but it obtained 
a list of the guests who were present 
that .evening and subpenaed them. 
The. list resembled a couple of pages 
from the Denver social register. 
Ducking reporters and photographers, 
the witnesses paraded into the grand 
jury room, told their stories and were 
allowed to depart. 

An injunction padlocked the Wol- 
hurst lodge and warrants were issued 
for Stephens and Jordan. Four 
months later they appeared to post 
bond. It was a year after the holdup 
before they pleaded guilty to gam.- 
bling charges, the other day, and paid 
fines of $1,000 each. 

Whether Smiling Charley made up 
the losses of his customers was not 
disclosed. The invited guests were as 
mum as they had been on the night 
of the Silent Robbery, and the 13 
uninvited guests weren't talking 
either. As far as the law is con- 
cerned, they never visited Wolhurst 
Manor.

The story of Dark Secret has been 
recounted often, and invariably evokes 
an argument as to the possibilty of 
saving a horse with a broken leg. 
Admittedly this has been done in the 
past, but only through extreme care 
and patience, and is not practical 
A few years ago. a Cincinnati 
dentist. Dr. P. P. Wehner; placed 
heavy casts on the broken legs of 
Prince Pine and Prince Kiev, then 
two-year-olds. 
the wars with only so-so success. In 
their case, however, the bone was 
merely fractured and not cleanly 
broken. Merciful destruction is the 
sole solution when a horse's leg is 
shattered. It will not heal. 

More than once, however, thorough- 
breds have overcome Similar agonies 
and gone on to big things on the 
turf, proving time after time the in 
domitable courage of the blue-blood 
equine breed.

Naishapur was kicked at the bar- 
rier in the 1929 American Derby by 
Paul Bunyan, then was beaten a head 
at the wire by Windy City, leaving a 
trail of blood every inch of the mile 
and a quarter journey.

In the running of the St. Louis 
Derby McWhirter, always a sluggish 
beginner, began to pick up his field 
on the upper turn, going head and 
head for the ‘lead at the top of the 
stretch. 

‘There was considerable buniping 
during the final 70 yards, but not 
until McWhirter had crossed the line 
in a heart-smothering finish, beaten 
less than a half length, did the crowds 
see what had caused it. Somewhere 
in that long stretch battle (no one 
was ever quite sure just where it hap- 
pened) McWhirter had snapped both 
forelegs and yet he had struggled on 
ragged, bleeding stumps to the finish 
wire. 

Colonel Buford came out to meet 
his companion, and the crowds parted, 
Silent at his anguish. A veterin- 
arian raised his gun. The Colonel 
stopped him with a gesture. 

“No hand but mine,” he said, and 
himself fired the shot that killed Me- 
Whirter. 

Then, looking neither to the right 
nor left, Colonel Buford strode to- 
wards the gates and was never seen 
again upon a race track.

N THAT day in 1927 when 

William Sebald, rising young 

Navy careerist, looked into the 
eyes of Edith DeBecker, beautiful 
daughter of a Japanese mother and 
a British father turned Japanese 
citizen, he knew he was in love.

He became an expert in international 
law and undertook a unique task— 
the translation of Japanese law into 
English. Two books he wrote were 
lauded by the legal profession.

E doctor looked through his 
microscope at the drop of blood 
on the slide. 

He shook his head slowly, and 
looked again to make sure. 

He had to be positive, for his mi 
croscope had just told him that a 
husband was not the father of his 
wife’s child. 

There could be no doubt, and a 
few days later a judge handed down 
a decision based on the doctor's find- 
ings. 
Rh factor in human blood, unknown 
only seven years ago, was used in 
court to prove that a man could not 
possibly be the father of a child, 

Thus the Rh blood factor, discov- 
ered in 1940 by Dr. Alexander 5S. 
Wiener of New York and the late Dr. 
Karl Landsteiner, has only recently 
become a servant of man and law. 

Not long ago, persons who con- 
sidered themselves informed scien- 

ically were issuing warnings of the 

angers contained in the Rh factor.

It was even said that men and 
women with certain differences in Rh 
should not get married, and could 
never have children. 

Now, however, even routine medi- 
cal care can eliminate most of the dan- 
gers involving Rh, while the factor 
takes its place among older groups 
as a means of identification. 

In the first case, in which Justice 
Jacob Panken handed down the deci- 
sion in. Kings County Family Court, 
Brooklyn, the established blood 
grouns had proved to be worthless in 
the identification. 

The paternity of the man involved 
was not excluded by either the A-B-O 
or the M-N test, These two can ex: 
clude parentage in 33 per cent of all 
cases. 

With the’new Rh test, this possibil- 
ity is raised to 45 per cent, by adding 
a third test. This was the test that 
settled the Brooklyn case after both 
others had failed. 

The child’s mother and her hus- 
band were married in 1943, and ten 
weeks later she gave birth to the 
child. The man had signed a state- 
ment admitting the paternity of the 
baby, but the test proved to the satis- 
faction of the court that this was im- 
possible. 

As a result, Judge Panken ruled 
that the husband was not responsible 
for the child’s support, although he 
awarded the mother the sum of $]2 
a week for support to prevent her 
from becoming a public charge. 

“Men have been deceived by wo- 
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It was the first time that the. 


men, perhaps not as often as women 
have been deceived by men,” Judge 
Panken wrote, “but it is not uncom- 
mon for men to be imposed upon. Nor 
does the fact that a mother swears 
that a husband is the father of a child 
foreciose him from disputing it as a 
fact.” 

Under the laws of genetics, a child 
can not be the offspring of a man 
whose blood differs in certain ways. 

It can never be proved that any 
particular man is the father, but it is 
possible to prove that he cannot be 
the father. In this respect, the test 
works in about half the cases. 

The Rh factor, which owes its 
peculiar name to the fact that it was 
originally discovered in the blood of 
Rhesus monkeys, is found in the red 
blood cells. 

In these cells, an envelope-type 
structure contains the blood. The Rh 
factor, like a crazy-quilt design, shows 
up on the cell covering. 

Different people have different Rh 
factors just as they may have blue 
or black eyes, red or brown hair. 

~ Unfortunately, however, @ person 

with Rh negative blood may expert. 
ence serious results if he receives a 
blood tranSfusion with Rh _ positive 
blood. 

When this happens, the body may 
build up a strange resistance to the 
foreign blood. Just as the hay ftever 
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victim really suffers because of an 
antibody built up in his own system 
rather than from the harmless pollen 
which many other persons absorb in 
their systems without discomfort, so 
the antibody built up against the dif- 
ferent Rh type causes the trouble. 

The result may range from no dis- 
comfort at all to death. This possi. 
bility is avoided, however, by a 
routine blood test of both recipient 
and donor. 

An unborn baby of an Rh positive 
father and an Rh negative mother, 
in case the parents have these two 
different types, may receive or trans- 
mit sensitivity to the Rh positive 
blood. 

Even so, there are still 19 chances 
out of 20 that nothing will happen, 
with the first child at least. 

The chances of danger increase 
with additional children,”“and if the 
mother has happened to have had a 
transfusion of Rh positive blood be- 
fore. 

Anyway, only one person out of 
seven is Rh negative, and only one 
marriage out of ten falls in a pattern 
that may be harmful, 

Also, the degree of sensitivity 
varies, it is now known, and even 
if the Rh negative mother does build 
up antibodies, they may be weak and 
almost harmless. 

“IT don’t even 


recommend that 
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prospective brides and grooms go to 
the trouble of finding out which Rh 


type they are,” Dr. Wiener said. 
“Unless an Rh negative woman had 
a transfusion of Rh positive blood 
before the difference was discovered, 
having a child in any modern hospital 
nowadays holds no practical danger 
because of the Rh factor.” 

Although the danger § increases 
with each successive child, routine 
steps are taken in most hospitals to 
safeguard the health of both mother 
and child. 

In some cases the doctors may 
rely on a process developed by Dr. 
Wiener called “exsanguination” to 
make fhe baby healthy. This process 
involves drawing out -+the diseased 
blood and replacing it simultaneously 
with fresh good blood. 

In this operation, Dr. 
pumps the Rh negative blood in 
through a needle inserted in the 
baby’s left ankle, and at the-same 
time draws out the diseased blood, or 
85 per cent of it, from the radial 
artery in the baby’s right wrist. 

The entire ‘procedure is over in 
90 minutes, and during it the baby 
usually sucks contentedly on a bottle 
of prepared formula. 

Even with the dangers 
in the Rh blood factor, it is being 
harnessed as a servant of man. In 
the seven years since its discovery, 
the Rh factor has progressed swiftly 
from an unknown terror to an iden- 
tification test, now accepted by the 
courts as evidence.

bers the name of the person of whom it was first told, nor 
who told it first 

A fairy story to be true needs plenty of room for so much 
forgetting and changing and improving A true 
story might begin, “On July 4, 1776—". A true 
fairy story must begin, “Once upon a time 

Furope is an old country. Fairy tales there 
have long apo become true huropean: dont by 
lieve America can have any true fairy tale: We 
are too tond of exayperation; we like to tell whop 
pers, tall stories. 

But did Americans ever tell bigger whoppers 
than you'll find in Puss ‘n’ Boots, or in Cinderella? 

American fairy tales will seem as true as Eu: 
pean when they are told as often, and when 
the important details have been forgotten. Give 
us time! 

Our native product matures fast. We have a 
complete library of stories about Paul Bunya 
and they have been told so frequently that we 
no longer sure who Paul was, when he lived, o1 
where he was born. Perhaps he was a logge! 
from the northern woods. It may be that his birth 
place was near the Bay of Fundy. 

There is a frequently repeated story, with all 
the marks of fairy-tale truth in it, that as an in- 
fant he was restless in his sleep. 

On one occasion he rolled out of his cradle, 
kept on rolling, and snapped off four miles of 
timber. To prevent a repetition of this accident 
a floating cradle was built for him in the Bay of 
Fundy, but he rocked so hard that he started a 
75-foot tidal wave and tides in the bay are still high. 

When he grew up he spent part of his time in 
the logging camps, doing most of the work for the 
other boys. He seems to have understood the size 


of their appetites. He built a cook stove for the 
logging camp. The size is indicated by the fact 
that he tied half a hog to each of his feet and 
Skated over the griddle to grease it. 

But part of his time he spent in the newly dis- 
covered oil fields where his strength and his in- 
zenuity are remembered to this day. He was the 
first to discover how to handle a hole in the 
ground. When an oil well went dry, Bunyan 
pulled it out, cut it up into short lengths, and sold 
it for post holes. 


pr ‘OS BILL, a friend of Bunyan, is best known 
aimonp the cowboys of ‘Texas and New Mexico, 
Pecos could ride anything. He rode a cyclone 
through three states, and never would have been 
dismounted if the cyclone had not rained out. 

Once he lassoed a tornado which tore around 
till the prairie was bare, and folks had to drive 
stakes across country to find their way out, 

Pecos Bill married Slue-Foot Sue. She thought 
she could ride his best horse, but she happened 
to be wearing a bustle, and every time the horse 
bucked, Sue bounced right into the clouds. Sue 
and the horse kept this up for four days and 
nyzhts till Bill shot her. It hurt him to watch her 
die of starvation, 

Johnny Appleseed was a real person. We have 
almost forgotten his name, but not quite. He was 
John Chapman and he died on March 11, 1847. We 
are not sure where he was born. Perhaps in Bos- 
ton, perhaps in Springfield, probably neither. 

In 1800 or in 1801 he was noticed drifting down 
the Ohio in two canoes filled with rotting apples 
which he had collected from the cider presses of 
western Pennsylvania. 

The ripe seeds from these rotting apples he 
planted whenever he came ashore. Since there 
are in the Middle West to this day a large num- 
ber of apple orchards, evidence is strong that 
Johnny Appleseed covered a good deal of ground, 

As the story of his travels was repeated he be- 
came immune to attacks of Indians and snakes. 

It is said that the immunity to poisoned bites 
and poisoned arrows came from the judicious use 
of catnip, rattlesnake weed, horehound, penny: 
royal, and other herbs which he carried around 
with him along with the apple seeds, and planted 
throughout western Pennsylvania and southern 
Ohio. 


| T MAY be that the Indians spared him because 
they thought he was crazy; a lunatic in their 
eyes was favored by the gods. 

The stories of Johnny Appleseed make him a 
constant reader of the Bible, and a churchgoer, 
whenever he came on a church in the wilderness.

HE Turbulent Year of the Battling Buells, 
T which blew itself out recently in a Florida 

divorce court, apparently started peacefully 
enough. 

Tranquil and enchanting, the setting was Palm 
sBeach. 

There, eight days before they were martied, 
according to Dr. Charles E. Buell, Jr., prominent 
Detroit surgeon, he and Mrs. Catherine M. Legget. 
widow of millionaire David Graham Legvet,. sa: 
down in perfect accord and signed a prenupiai 
agreement. 

In itself, that wasn’t so unusual. It was the 
terms that were unique —and thai from ali ina 
cations brewed the storm tiat kepi sweepinx 
first one and then the other. into cvurt ivi ur 
better part of a year.

each waived claims on the other’s money and 
property. In return, the $390,000 would be set 
up aS a mutual trust fund, share and share alike. 
If Mrs. Buell died before him, the doctor would 
receive the whole. 

Mrs. Buell, the doctor complained, had failed 
to carry out the agreement. 

It was Mrs. Buell’s next move, and she made 
it. On May 22 she: went to the Palm Beach bank 
and, in the presence of bank officials, had a lock- 
smith open her safe deposit box. What had hap- 
pened to her key was not revealed, 

After a thorough check she announced that 
$32,300 worth of jewels were missing from the 
box. Itemized, they were: a diamond wrist watch, 
$10,000; a pearl ving, $10,000; a ruby dinner ring, 
$7,500; an onyx pin, $3,500; an aquamarine ring, 
$1,000, and a watch ring, $300. 

She swore out. a larceny warrant against Dr. 
Buell and he was arrested the same day. The 
doctor was released in $5,000 bond. 

Next act in the court drama was on June 16, 
when, four days before Dr. Buell’s trial, the lar- 
ceny charge was dropped. It was explained, but 
not in detail, that the missing gems had. been 
found. 

On July 3 Mrs. Buell executed a new legal 
maneuver. She procured a court order requiring 
the doctor to make the New York bank and trust 
company, a trustee under Legget’s trust fund for 
his wife, a party to the defense in his suit for 
consummation of the prenuptial agreement. 

This was regarded as virtually a dismissal of 
the suit, as it is considered impossible to serve 
an out-of-state corporation without an agent in 
the state of Florida. 

Then came a repercussion of the jewel episode. 
Dr. Buell, on July 8, filed a $75,000 damage suit 
against. his wife, charging her with malicious

Those terms —- again according to Dr. Buell 
obligated the future Mrs Buell to utilize assets 
inherited from her first husband to set up a 
$339,000 trust fund, from which the doctor was 
to .eceive half the income.

prosecution in connection with the charges of lar- 
ceny she had made against him. 

His complaint set forth that Mrs. Buell, not 
satisfied with causing him embarrassment through 
her accusation of the theft, took steps to hurt him 
with his friends and medical clientele in Detroit. 

He claimed she bought up .newspapers Carry- 
ing the account of the larceny charge and his 
arrest, and mailed these to various people in the 
Michigan city, with the intent to blacken his 
character and ruin him professionally. 

On July 10 Dr. Buell made an effort to save 
his suit to enforce the pre-marriage agreement. 
He got a $500 “supsedeas bond” from the court, 
a preliminary move to filing of an appeal to the 
Florida Supreme Court testing the legality of 
the order making the New York bank a party 
to the defense. 

Nearly a month passed without any further 
legal action —- something of a record in the Buell” 
interchange of court barrages. 

Then, on September 4, Mrs. Buell made a sur- 
prise appearance in court—this time in civil 
court. She was interested in calling it quits for 
good. She wanted a divorce. 

Dr. Buell had been cruel, she said. She not 
only wanted to be rid of him, b.t also desired 
restoration of her former name, Catherine M. 
Leg get. 

Some place along the stormy wey the Buells 
had apparently reached another accord, though 
under different circumstances. Mrs. Buell’s di- 
vorce complaint made no mention of alimony, the 
recent $390,000 trust fund dispute, or any other 
previous litigation. 

Dr. Buell sent his attorneys to court, where 
they dropped the malicious prosecution suit and 
the suit seeking enforcement of the trust agree- 
ment. 

On September 13 Mrs. Buell received her final 
divorce decree and the right to her former name. 
Legally, the Buell slate of differences had then 
been wiped clean.

As a Hollywood Star, Gareth 
Hughes Was a Leading 
Success of His Day.

EVERAL years ago a woman 

stepped out of a phone booth at 

a roadside gas station near the 
little town of Wadsworth, Nevada. 
She was dressed in the attire of a 
dude ranch. guest. 

Awaiting his turn to.use the phone 
“stood a man garbed in the simple 
habit of a priest. He was middle- 
aged, hair silvery gray. 

The woman glanced at him as she 
started toward her car, then stopped 
abruptly. She looked intently for a 
moment at the sparkling eyes and 
well-rounded features of the man. 

“Pardon me for staring,” she apol- 
ogized. “You look so much like a 
man I once knew that it startled me. 

“His name was Gareth Hughes. 
He was an actor.” 

The priest smiled. 

“I am Gareth Hughes,” he said, 
“I’m known here as Brother David.” 

The woman was Phyllis Haver, the 
actress. Twenty years before she 
had been Hughes’ leading lady when 
he starred in “The Christian.” 

In movie parlance the chance meet- 
ing of the woman from Hollywood 
and the man of God at the lonely des- 
ert cross-roads was a “cut-back” in 
the curious life of Gareth Hughes. 

Two decades or more ago his 
name was known to every movie fan 
in the land. He was famous for his 
portrayal of the screen role of Sir 
James Barrie’s “Sentimental 
Tommy.” As the star of other film 
successes his name loomed large in 
theatre lights throughout the land. 

Remembered now only by an older 
generation the ‘identity of Gareth 
Hughes, the actor, is submerged in 
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his role as Brother David, the spir- 
itual shepherd of a sagebrush parish 
of 150 souls. 

Ordained a priest in the Apostolic 
Episcopal Church more than three 
years ago, Brother David was as- 
signed to Wadsworth, a sun- baked 
little community that lies on the 
Truckee River 35 miles east of Reno. 

Once well populated when it was 
a watering place on the emigrant 
overland trail and when the Central 
Pacific Railway was pushing its rails 
eastward to complete the first trans- 
continental railroad Wadsworth today 
is little more than a ghost town. 

Hurrying motorists seldom stop 
unless to quench their thirst at one 
of Wadsworth’s four bars. Besides 
these the town consists of a couple 
Small cafes, as many gas stations, 
a store, a school, raifway station and 
a cluster of modest homes. 

Near the Truckee River stands the 
church, built in 1875. It had long 
been unused when Brother David 
opened its creaking doors to be 
greeted by a flutter of flying bats, 
frightened by the unaccustomed light. 

It was plainly furnished in the 
manner of an old country church. 
The new priest swept ‘it out and re- 
furbished it as well as his meager 
means -would permit. The _ dust- 
covered reed organ still played. 

A Sunday or two later the peal of 
the church bell, long unheard; sum- 
moned the surprised community to 
a revival of worship. 

The services Brother David con- 
ducts are non-denominational. 

His duties have become manifold. 
They range from treating a boy who 
ran to him with his fingers caught 
in a coyote trap to burying a drunken 
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asking for something. I realized how 
selfish this was and wanted to do 
something in gratitude for my bless-

Brother David is a frequent visi- 
tor at the town’s bars. ‘There are 
few places to visit. He drops in not 
to look with pious scorn, but to keep 
the common touch.

His creed is one of love, 
Standing, and service. 

The children are his particular 
pride and they return his affection.

Brother David draws heavily on his 
experience as an actor to add realism. 

“I have never been happier in my 
life,” Brother David says. “I try to be 
of service and answer any call no 
matter the distance or time of night. 
Even with the excessive loneliness I 
often feel I wouldn’t trade this for 
the fame and wealth of all the actors 
in Hollywood.” 

He has but two unfilled wants 
that he prays a good angel some day 
may provide, a jeep to supplant the 
steel-braced boots that now carry 
him on his treks over the desert, and 
enough money for a recreation hall 
to lure .the youngsters of his flock 
out of the back rooms of the saloons. 

“T always had wanted to be in the 
church,” he said. “As I grew older 
this yearning became stronger and 
my decision came. 

“Several years ago it seemed to 
me that in my prayers I was always

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ings. I asked God what I could do. 

“When I awoke the next morning, 
the answer was in my mind. ‘Why 
not give yourself to the service of 
God?’ That was it. I went to see 
a cleric friend at once.” 

Arrangements were made for him 
to enter the Monastery of St. Mary 
and St. John (Anglican) at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and there he assumed 
the name of Brother David, patron 
saint of Wales, his native land. 

After two years at Cambridge he 
entered the Anglican Monastery of 
the Holy Cross at West Park, N. Y. 
Four years ago he was sent to the 
Holy Cross Mission on the Pyramid 
Lake Indian Reservation, an agency 
with about 600 Piute Indians at 
Nixon, Nevada. 

Brother David found the life there 
to his liking. He grew fond of his In- 
dian charges and they of him. 

After six months at Nixon, Brother 
David was ordained priest and as- 
signed to Wadsworth, but he still 
makes frequent visits to his Indian | 
friends at Nixon, where he is wel- 
comed by young and old alike.

ITH the incredibly daring rescue of John 

Dillinger from the “impregnable” Lima 

Ohio, jail in October, 1933, one of the 
most murderous bands of outlaws ever assembied 
roared into high gear. ‘ 

The real-life drama that ensued, more thrill- 
packed than anything Hollywood had ever con. 
cocted, reached its climax nine months late 
Chicazo when Anna Sage, the Woman in Red, 
took her life in her hands to lead the desperateiy 
hunted Dillinger into a federal trap. 

Dillinger, incorrigible product of a respectable 
Indiana family, had been sent away in 1924, at the 
age of 20, for slugging an intended robbery victim. 

In the state prison at Michigan City he had 
found kindred spirits in four long-term criminals 

Harry Pierpont, John Hamilton, Chariey Makley 
and Russell Clark. 

On his release on parole, May 10, 1933, ID!! 
linger soon set in motion a previously-discussed 
scheme to “spring” his pals. In three months he 
Staged a series of bank stickups which supplied 
funds for the small arsenal he smuggled into t 
prison, and on Sept. 26, Pierpont, Hamilton, Mak 
ley and Clark got loose with six others 

Gy this time Dillinger himself had just been 
caught in Dayton and imprisoned in Lima. file 
was there on Oct. 12 when Pierpont, Makley and 
Clark visited the jail office of Sheriff Jesse 
Sarber. They posed as officers from Michigan 
City, killed the sheriff and freed Dillinger. 

“I stick to my friends and they stick to me,” 
he remarked later. 

The manhunt which followed reached gigantic 
proportions. Even so, the gang,. with Dillinger 
as its absolute leader, chose to lie low for less 
than a month. 

It is not possible to approximate the number 
of robberies this mob perpetrated, the amount of 
loot, nor the number of lives which were lost. In 
most accounts, the latter total is put, conserva- 
tively, at 13—six members of the gang, six 
officers of the law, and one bystander. 

As later developed, Dillinger. made Chicago his 
headquarters during November and December. 
Meanwhile he and his men carried through 
raids in small towns within driving distance of 
the metropolis, despite the increasing manhunt. 

On Nov. 15, Dillinger barely escaped a trap

when he visited a Chicago dentist. 

On New Year’s Day, he and six others held up 
the Beverly Gardens, a Chicago night club. Police 
officers tried to stop them and a battle ensued. 
Two officers. and two gangsters were wounded. 

On Jan. 15, 1934, the Dillinger forces invaded 
the First National Bank in East Chicago, Ind., a 
few miles to the east of Chicago proper. 


While they were inside, Patrolman William P. 
O’Malley entered and fired four shots at Dillinger, 
The bullets, if any found the target, had no 
effect: he was wearing a bullet-proof vest. 

“You asked for it!” Dillinger snarled, and 
riddled the officer with machine gun bullets. 

They escaped with $15,000 cash. 

Now, more than ever, the heat was on. Now, 
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if not already, he became the most hunted outlaw 
in history. “Many states wanted to get their hands 
on thim.. But he remained uncannily elusive, 
which, of course, served to heighten public ex- 
citement. 

After the East Chicago job, the gang prudently 
suspended operatiens for the time being. They 
had a number of reasons for taking a holiday. 

For one thing, snow had begun to clog the 
roads, hampering quick getaways. For another, 


the O’Malley murder had aroused every police 
officer within hearing distance of a radio. And 
finally, they now had almost more cash than they 
could conveniently carry. 

x ~ 


HE scene shifts to Tucson, Ariz., ordinarily a 
pleasant place in which to relax. 

Early on Tuesday morning, Jan. 23, 1934, the 
Congress hotel] in ‘Pucson-was swept by fire, and 
the guests had to leave in a hurry. Some didn’t 
bother about their luggage; others were extremely 
anxious not to leave their luggage behind. 

On Wednesday afternoon, a fireman was 
glancing through a crime magazine at the fire- 
house. Suddenly he let loose a shout: 

“The Dillinger gang’s in town!” 

“Wh-a-a-t?” yelled another fireman. 

“Dillinger gang! They were at the Congress 
hotel! They were the guests that Were handing 
out the big bills!” 

The other fireman nodded, staring at the pic- 
tures in the magazine. “Some of those bags sure 
were heavy, too! Guns-—that’s what was in ’em!” 

Police officers showed the magazine pictures 
to hotel employes, who identified Dillinger, Pier- 
pont, Makley and Clark. 

The Tucson officers coursed over town, making 
discreet inquiries. One tip led them to a tourist 
camp on the outskirts. There they found a tall, 
mild, scholarly looking man they immediately 
recognized as Pierpont. 

They did not search him because they pre- 
tended that he was suspected of being someone 
wanted on a trivial charge. He offered no objec- 
tion as they took him to headquarters. 

But once inside, when they attempted to hand- 
cuff him, he suddenly drew two guns and backed 
toward the door. 

Patrolman Frank Eymans made a leap, knocked 
Pierpont’s guns aside, and jammeéd his own gun 
against the captive’s stomach. 

That ended that. The handcuffs were snapped 
on his wrists, and Pierpont was led away to a cell. 

Meanwhile, other officers had been looking for 
another member of the gang who, with a woman, 
was reported to have been seen in the shopping 
district. The pair was traced to a radio store, 
and the man was Charles Makley. He was buying 
a short-wave set capable of getting police calls. 

He looked up from an absorbed inspection of 
the radio to find himself confronted by half a 
dozen police guns. 

They relieved him of a pistol and led him away 
to join Pierpont. His woman eompanion, a local 
cabaret entertainer, pleaded ignorance of Makley’s 
identity and was released. 

Next, No. 3. He was traced to an apartment 
in the northern part of Tucson. A _ detective, 
posing as a salesman, called at the apartment 
and knocked. The door opened, and there stood 
Russell Clark. In the background stood a girl. 

“Beat it!” Clark snapped, and was about to 
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slam the door when he spotted two other officers 
coming down the hall. 

Clark made a dive for a gun lying on a table. 
The “salesman” made a dive for Clark. 

They were rolling on the floor when the other 
officers rushed in and knocked the fight out of 
the fugitive by beating him on the head with the 
butts of their pistols. Several hours now elapsed. 

Had Dillinger vanished again? 

The Tucson officers decided to set a trap at 
the house where Clark had been living. 

Presently a car drew up. It contained Dillinger 
and a young woman later identified as his dark- 
eyed French-Indian sweetheart, Evelyn Frechette, 

Dillinger stepped out to reconnoiter. He car- 
ried a small machine gun, only partly concealed 
by his coat. He walked to the front door and 
inserted a key. 

At that moment, six officers came out of the 
shrubbery and surrounded the porch. 

“Drop that gun, John!” one shouted, 

John dropped it. 

“My God, how did you know I was in town?” 
ne exclaimed after his captors had removed $9,178 
from his person and: placed him ina cell. “I'll be 
the laughing-stock of the country! How could I 
know a hick town police force would nab me?” 

His companions gave up another $10,000, and 
several well-stuffed sacks of currency were found 
in the kitchen of the Dillinger-Clark hideout. 


SOON he was aboard a plane, Indiana-bound. He 

was to stand trial for the O’Malley murder, 
while Pierpont, Makley and Clark were turned 
over to the Ohio authorities. 

When the plane taxied to its landing place at 
the municipal airport, Chicago, on Jan. 30, it 
passed through a lane of Indiana state troopers 
and nearly 100 Chicago detectives armed with 
revolvers, machine guns and tear gas bombs. 

Dillinger, who seemed to enjoy this extraordin- 
ary attention, was lifted from the plane and, 
handcuffed and manacled, carried té a waiting 
car. Then, with an escort worthy of visiting 
royalty, he was sped away to the Lake County 
prison at Crown Point, Ind. 

There—to that official’s subsequent great em- 
barrassment Prosecutor Robert Estill genially 
posed far cameramen with his arm draped chum- 
mily around the celebrated captive’s shoulder. 

“This is the end of the trail of John Dillinger,” 

Estill told reporters after Dillinger had been 
securely locked in a cell. “We have only a short 
wait while we adjust the legal straps that will 
bind him to the electric chair. 
, “Men who knew him personally when he lived 
in East Chicago witnessed the slaying at his hand 
of Patrolman O’Malley. He has been positively 
identified in other killings.” 

“We are taking every precaution,” chimed in 
Lake County’s woman sheriff, Lillian Holley. 
“There'll be extra guards on duty day and night. 

“But we’re really not afraid of His escape. He 
might be able to fight his way out of some jails 
but he won’t break this jail. We brought out 
machine guns when we heard he’d been captured, 
and the deputies have been practicing daily. 

“I fear nothing short of an army.” 

One headiine that day read: 

DILLINGER SAFE 
IN INDIANA JAIL 
AFTER TRIP EAST 

Certainly it looked as though the curtain was 
about to come down on the Dillinger drama. 

His top lieutenants were in the Lima, Ohio, 
jail, which the authorities were feverishly fortify- 
ing. Here in Crown Point every conceivable pre- 
cautidn was being taken. Within a matter of 
weeks, the prisoner would go on trial, and his 
conviction seemed a foregone conclusion. 

No, there just didn’t seem to be anything 
Dillinger could do. Therefore, to wile away the 
monotonous hours, he took to that most harmless 
of hobbies: whittling. He fashioned all sorts of 
small objects—-boats, fans, tops, airplane pro- 
pellers, etc...and became extremely skilful. 

His jail mates nicknamed him, laughingly, 
“John the Whittler.”

INE days before Dillinger’s scheduled trial, at 

8:30 a. m., March 3, Deputy Sheriff Ernest 
Blunk, the prison fingerprint expert, walked down 
the corridor toward the outlaw’s cell. He intended 
to take the prints of Dillinger’s cellmate, Henry 
Jelinek, also held on a murder charge. 

Blunk opened the door and entered, He carried 
his fingerprint equipment but no weapon. 

Immediately, while the door was still open, he 
felt something hard against his ribs. 

“Do as you're told or you’re a dead duck,” 
Dillinger said. “Step into this bull pen cell.” 

Blunk, acutely conscious of that object against 
his ribs, obeyed, and the cell door clanged behind 
him. 

A few minutes later, Warden Louis 
strolled into the cell. 

“Stick. ’em up, Warden!” said Dillinger. 

Baker found himself standing there with his 
hands in the air, staring at what undoubtedly ap 
peared to be a small black automatic, 

Dillinger put him in the bull pen cell with 
Blunk. 

Next, Turnkey Sam Calhoun came on stage, 
engaged in his morning rounds. He carried the 
keys of the jail in one hand and a supply of soap 
in the other.

Calhoun joined Blunk and Baker. He still had 
the soap; Dillinger had the keys. 

Dillinger descended a stairway to the first 
floor and walked through the corridor to the 
warden’'s office. ‘Through the glass door he could 
see a national guardsman. 

The soldier lolled at his ease with his back 
toward the door. On a small table near by reposed 
two machine guns. 


ILLINGER entered quietly and seized the guns 

before the guardsman could make a move, 
“Come upstairs,” Dillinger ordered. 

The guardsman went into the bull pen, 

Dillinger now opened the cell of Herbert 
Youngblood, a colored murderer, saying, “You 
can come with me if you want.” 

“Yes, sir!” Youngblood exclaimed.

Roast Half Turkey 

Remove oil sac on tail, 
singe, wash and dry the 
half turkey. Rub _ inside 
cavity with salt--about % 
tsp. per lb. ‘Fo keep skin 
from shrinking and to pro- 
tect breast meat during 
roasting, skewer the skin to 
the breast meat on the keel- 
bone edge with poultry pins. 
Then tie the leg, just above 
the knuckle joint, to the tail. 

Then the half turkey is 
placed, cut side down, on a 
wire rack in an uncovered 
roasting pan. Brush thor- 
oughly with melted fat. Then 
cover with a clean piece of 
cheesecloth that has been 
dipped in melted fat. Roast 
at 325° F. 25 min. per ib. 
When bird is half done, re- 
move from roasting pan. 
Put a well greased double 
thickness of brown paper, 
in oval shape, on wire rack.
